23, 1963. 

At ItOO TM, Kovoisfcer 23, 1963, I lamiod a pass per Capt. Frita for 
08»ald«» mother and wlfa to yliAt him In Jail. Thay vore in the Forgery 
TOTeau at tMo tlDS, Juwnile follea Vonan Keevee tooV care of the twi , 
Oswald children irtrtle I asMntad the mother and vlfo to the fourth floor - 
Jail to vl»lt Ofwald. T reraalned outride the visitor' a tooth uhlle they 
talVod to Odvald. T retiimad then to the Forgery Bureaaat li30 TV. Th« 
vlsdtlnu tlBo vas approxlaiately 20 nlnutaa. 

At 2tl? PM, Moveaber 23, 1563, SenVel, Potts, Brown, and I held ahow 
■up vlth Osvald. He was brought down by Jailers. The line up consisted of 
John ThOTiaan Horn ffl, David Knapp £2, I^e Oswald #3, Caalol Lujan rflj. We 
handled the show up fron the vtase behind the llehta. 

At 3 130 pa, aovamber 23, 1963, I uaaed a paaa par Capt. FrtU to Robert 
Oswald to vlalt Ma brother, I«a Oauald. Robert waa In the Forgery Bureau 
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talking to Tecrot Senrlca spent Povarfl «t tMs tine, I asKlrted Rctart to 
tha fourth Hoor Jail, and h» atartad talking to !«• Osvald at 305 VK. I 
remained ontslde tha vial tor's booth. *t approxiKBtely 3«L0 TV. Agent Bovard 
MRO to the fourth floor Jaa mi said ha wanted to talk to Robert acaln vhon 
he vas through with tha visit. The visit was over at 3»1»5 PK, and Secret 
Service Agent Howard and another agent who had eone up aa»i8tod me in getting 
Robert Oswald back to tha Forgery Bureau. I don't know thla other agent'* 
name. Secret Service Agent Howard was atlU talking to Robert Oswald In 
Forgery Bvarea^i when I left the» at approxlfflately 3»55 H*. 

At about 6iOO m, HovsDber 23, 1963, Bats. 1. C, Graves, Sims, and I 
oheoked Oswald out of jail and brought hlw to Ospt. Frit*'* office. Capt. 
mt8 was out, and wo renalned with Oswald until Capt. Frits returned at 
6i30. At ttils tiise aravea and Slita had gone out, and Bhorlty and Kontgomery 
were In the office with ne. F. B. I. Agent BooVout and Secret Ferrice A(!ont 
Kelly was Kith Capt. Frits. They talked to Oswald, and we put hla back in 
Jail at 7tl? m.
